SAN QUENTIN, Sept. 10. (7)—Isaac 
Wolfgang, Los Angeles milk-bottle 
murderer, was hanged at the State 
prison here today. The trap was 
sprung at 10 o'clock and Wolfgang 
was pronounced dead eleven minutes 
and fifteen seconds later. 

Within forty-five seconds after he 
left the death cell, Wolfgang was on 
the gallows.

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 10. 
Fiying a Huff-Daland bomber, Lieut. 
L. M. Wolfe, of McCook Field, Dayton, 
O., today won the Liberty Bell 
trophy in the race for large capacity 
airplanes at the National Air Race 
meet.

Lieut. Wolfe flew the 130 miles in 
58m. 11.045. at an average speed of 
123.714 miles an hour. 

Lieut. Kenneth Walker of Langley 
Pield, Va., was second with a speed 
of 119.689 miles an hour. Lieut. J. M. 
Davies, also of Langley Field, fin- 
ished third. His speed was 118.667 
miles an hour. They also flew Huff 
Daland planes. Fourth place went 
to Capt. F. Iglin of Kelly Field, Tex. 
who piloted a Douglas ma- 
chine. His average speed was 114.810 
miles an hour. . 

It was the first time the Army Air 
Corps had the Huff-Daland planes in 
competition. They were equipped 
with 800-horsepower Packard motors 
and carried a load of 1250 pounds in 
the race, while the Douglas transport 
plane was equipped with a Liberty 
motor and carried 800 pounds. 

The Huffl-Dalands, before being 
loaded, weighed 6500 pounds and 
with the extra load they represented 
nearly four tons each. Despite this, 
the pilots rounded the pylons at 

sharp angles. 

Lieut. L. C. Elliott won the 
race for the Joan L. Mitchell trophy, 
when he piloted a Curtiss Hawk plane 
over the 120-mile course at a speed 
of 160.483 miles an hour. The event 
was limited to planes from the United 
States Army first pursuit group sta- 
at Selfridge Field, Mich. 
The winner of this race in former 
years represented the Army in the 
Pulitzer races.

CONDITIONS IN BERLIN 

‘While awaiting the for- 
malities one has opportunity to look 
at the German situation and partic- 
ularly Berlin's surface conditions. I 
say “look at,” because that is all one 
can do in a few days or weeks. In 
the first place the German is at work 
or is trying to find work. There is 
much unemployment but this is no 
fault of the worker. The govern- 
ment, local and national, is already 
executing some public work and is 
planning extensively for further ex- 
tensions, such as and road- 
ways. There ia also a shortage of 
housing facilities. Taxes, of course, 
are high and general, to make pos- 
sible the war debt payments vith a 
surplus for current needs. When one 
takes a taxi, for example, there is a 
tax of a mark (currently passing for 
a quarter of a dollar, though lack- 
ing intrinsically a cent or so in 
value.) Otherwise taxi fares are mod- 
erate and taxis are numerous. Other 
automobiles are relatively few. Berlin 
has solved the parking problem. 
Don't have the automobiles and you'll 
not have to provide parking space. 
This may be trivial and invidious. It 
is only intended to indicate travel 
conditions by comparison with the 
thoroughfare congestion in American 
roadways. The Germans make good 
automobiles, as Speedway 
demonstrated, and every well-known 
American automobile its to be found 
here, but not in great numbers. 


LOVE FOR OUT OF DOORS 


The German's love for out of doors 
is evident in automobile usage. He 


more moisture, Germany is almost 
tropical in its verdure. Berlin apart- 
ment-houses, the habitat of most of 
the population, are gay with flowers 
and vines. And as for trees and parks, 
Berlin surprises those who have 
gloried in the Bois de Bulogne or the 
superb embowered highway from 
Brussels to Waterloo. Just outside the 
Brandenburg gate, the very center of 
Berlin, begins an incomparable k 
of hundreds of acres, intersected 
boulevards for street cars, pedes- 
trians, busses and subways. Think 
of a vast forest of hard wood and pine 
in the heart of a great city (for 
Berlin is in the class with London 
and Paris.) with green grass and no 
“chiggers.” and you have a picture 
of one of the outing advantages of 
this population. I will not mention 
monuments, for they are too numer- 
ous, varied and pretentious to be dis- 
cussed in a word. 

But the greatest thing in any city 
is the people. What of them? I will 
venture this opinion: The mass of 
the German people do not care “a 
whoop” about the form of govern- 
ment. All they want is to be let alone 
in their work and business and to 
have stability. Certainly they are 
not asking for the Kaiser“ return. 
They would probably not care for a 
king again, but if the fates gave 
them peace and prosperity with king 
they would probably adjust them- 
selves. I am speaking of the “mass,” 
not the revolutionaries—perhaps they 
should be regerded as the advanced 
political thinkers or agitators—in 
cities. There are all shades of politi- 
cal thought in Germany and these 


begin to find expression when the | 


Reichstag is in session. I suspect the 
industrious business man and home- 
builder in Germany is happiest, as in 
America, when the law-makers are 
building fences” instead of laws.

One of our well-meaning municipal 
judges has laid down the law to motor- 
ists who speed over school stops. At the 
same time a lawyer in another court point- 
ed out that the jurists have been fining 
Speeders illegally for more than a year, cit- 
ing a technicality to prove he is right. And 
the court as forced to agree with him.

CCO AND CANCER 
Dr. E. F. Smith, former president of 
the American Association of Cancer Re- 
search, claims that cancer is caused by the 
Same parasite that produces tumors on 
Plants, such as smut on ears of corn. 
Parasites are not inherited, but a suscep 
tibility tor them may be hereditary. Farm- 
* ers do not plant corn from an ear afflicted 
with smut. Dr. Smith believes that the 
arsenic, used as a spray op tobacco in the 
fields and as a preservative in storage, 
causes pits in the mouths and throats of 
smokers wherein the cancer parasites find 
a foothold. Before women took to smok- 
ing their mouths and throats were consid- 
ered immune to the disease, whereas now, 
according to the doctor, the immunity has 
Gisappeared. Tobacco is being blamed for 
a lot of things. But one thing is certain: 
it cannot be blatied for causing cancer on 
Torn. 


NQUERING THE AIR — 

The United States is now the leading 
Country in practical air development. The 
Postoffice Department has 4876 miles of air 
routes in operation and these routes are 
being rapidly extended. Last year a total 
of 5,500,000 miles were flown dy Amer- 
feans. Under the title “Civilization,” in the 
Encyclopaedia Britannica, it is stated that, 
during the period of savagery, mankind 
conquered the jungles; that, during the pe- 
riod of barbarism, the conquest was er- 
tended to the beasts of the wilds, the veg- 
Stable world and minerals of the earth's 
crust. Then civilized man conquered the 
oceans and carried the conquest into the 
domain of gases, steam, electricity and 
matural forces generally. “It seems not 
Sverhazardous to predict,” the writer con- 
cludes, “that the airship, in one form or 


another, is destined to be the mechanism 


that will give the new impetus to civiliza- | 


tion . and that this conquest (of 
the air) will become a factor in the final 
‘emergence of hunfanity from the insularity 
of nationalism toward the broad view of 
eosmopolitanism, toward which the tenden- 
cies of the present era are verging.” 


as a duty, but it would seem that they 
campaigned in the part of town in which 
they did not reside. 

Failure to make use of the elective fran- 
chise is perhaps the most disappointing 
feature of representative government in 
America. There has not been a cational 
election under universal suffrage, not even 
in the stirring war years, when 6 majority 
of those ligible to register and vote ac- 
tually voted. Those who stayed at home 
would probebly start some kind of revolu- 
tion if they were to be permanently dis- 
franchised, yet they do not feel that it is 
their duty to exercise the most precious of 
the privileges of a free people. 

How to awaken the national interest in 
national elections? That problem has yet 
to be solved. It is due to this lack of gen- 
eral interest that political machines con- 
trol the destinies of so many States and 
municipalities. In too many places poll- 
tics is rotten because of the near--otten 
state of the public conscience. When a 
majority fails to go to the polls the ma- 
jority cannot protest with good grace 
against wasteful and corrupt administra- 
tion of public office. The majority: did not 
express its opinion in the last State elec 
tion here because the majority was too in- 
dolent to form an opinion. With such an 
indolence in the public spirit, how can one 
seriously expect activity and diligence in 
public office to be rewarded? 

The reason the millennium some expect- 
ed after women received the right of suf- 
frage did not arrive is because a majority 
of the women refuse to perform their pub- 
lic duty in political affairs. Both sexes are 
badly dclinquent; but, in the matter of 
voting the women are the worse. Increas- 
ing the proportion of the stay-at-home vote 
was certainly not the way to improve po- 
litical conditions in the country at large. 


CE SERVED 

Despite the clamor raised in certain 
quarters and the delay occasioned by legal 
technicalities, grim justice has taken its 
toll again behind the forbidding walls of 
Sen Quentin. The so-called “milk-bottle” 
murderer, Isaac Wolfgang, has paid the 
supreme penalty for the cold-blooded slay- 
ing of a Los Angeles police officer. Irre- 
gardiess of the question of capital punish- 
ment, this climax of a long-drawn and bitter 
court fight will serve to sound a warning 
to other desperate criminals who might be 
tempted to kill when cornered. 


The war between decent society and the 
organized criminal] element has passed the 
stage where justice can be ruled by too 
much sentiment. Gov. Richardson, in de- 
nying the final plea for executive clemency 
in this case, stated the matter clearly 
when he said that notice must be given to 
potential slayers that the State stands 
ready to avenge its constituted authorities 
when they are shot down by thieves and 
desperadoes. Police officers are engaged in 
defending the public welfare. Many of 
them are killed by criminals. Sterner 
methods must be utilized to stop the prac 
tice. 

As long as the intricate mazes of the 
law afford a safe refuge for those who de- 
sire to defy a self-respecting citizenry the 
gigantic toll of crime in the United States 
will contiaue to mount. In the case of 
Wolfgang four years were consumed in a 
continual battle to thwart the decision of 
a jury that the accused was guilty and de- 
served to die for his high -nisdemeanor.
